This is due, not to the machinations of dem- 
ons or evil spirits; but to the natural sequence 
of events following the introduction of power 
machinery into the world governed by a philo- 
sophie economy. 

Under the Price System, which evolved in a 
cultural age of hand labor, human labor applied 
to land produced all wealth. This wealth was 
distributed, by means of money in the form of 
rent, interest and wages.

Anyone may enter and show | 
a dog at any show, excepting those 
connected with that particular show 
n such official capacity as judge 
superintendent, or veterinarian 

If my r--cer meant by his ques- 
tion, would an amateur have a 
chance win anything against a/| 
ompeting professional, the answer 
must be qualified. He would have 
a chance by all means, provided he

could show his dog in first-cls 
condition, and provided also that 
} dog was on a par as to quality 


and ring manners with that of his} 
professional competitor, 
CONDITION CONSIDERED 

A dog is judged not upon 
how nearly it approaches the stund- 
ard of perfection of its breed, but 
also on the condition in which it is 
shown and how it shows, Much de- 
pends upon “ring manners” and the 
ability to show, on the part of the | 
dog itself and on the part of the 
person handling it at the time 1t is} 
being judged. It is in these matiers 
that the professional often haz the 


only 


advantage over the amateur. 

To properly condition and pre- 
pare a dog for a show and then} 
essfully handle it there, espe 
cially one of the wire-haired 
varieties, which require trimming 
and plucking in order to present/ 
the desired appearance, calls for 


considerable practice and know!l- 
edge. Most professionals “put their} 
dogs down,” as it is termed, in per-| 
fect shape, which an amateur can-| 
not hope to equal except to give the 
matter serious attention Many a/ 
dog has suffered defeat because it 
was brought into the ring in poor 
condition, or because it had not 
been trained to show properly. It 
is difficult to judge a dog, if the 
animal will not stand quietly or} 
refuses to move around the ring in| 
such a manner as to permit its goit 
to be judged and its soundness of!

Beyond the bridge the road st nes on, straight 
and flat across the flat country, where nothing varies 
the monotony of the endless levels but the changes of 
color which the seasons bring—green in spring and a 


dead gray in summer, golden in autumn, muddy brown 
in winter. Rice or “gran turco” grows in the fields, and 
the road is bordered with straight rows of mulberry 
trees. Here and there a small white house, low ruofed, 
crooked walls, crouches with open door beside the bhigh- 
way; in the autumn the walls are patterned richly with 
the turning leaves of the vine and the roofs are brilliant 
with the ears of Indian corn spread out to dry. And at 
all times of year, morning and evening, the metallic 
note of the siren at the silk factory travels out ecross 
the level country, alien, insistent, harsh, a fine web of 
sound cast wide to draw in human labor to assist and 
minister to the soulless labor of the machines 

In one of the small white houses, four or five kilo- 
metres out of the town, Giacomo Gaddi lived with the 
family. He walked the distance in and out every day 
to his work in the silk factory—you might see him, at 
morning or evening, plodding steadily along, his sturdy 
figure a little bent, his hair grizzled under his shabby 
hat, his coat sleeves dangling at his left side. He walked 
aione, for his two big sons were in America, his wife 
had her hands full at home with the younger children, 
and Pepita, his daughter, had not begun to work; she was 
only eleven, too young yet. Pepita sometimes came a 
little way to meet him on his return, a small dark eyed 
creature scudding along on bare feet in the wi : 
dust; when they met she would cry “Babbo!” and 
big man would stoop to catch the little figure that ran 
at him with outstretched arms, kiss her and tease her 
before he set her down again to walk home beside him, 
holding his hand. 

Pepita was the only daughter of Gaddi and his wife. 
She had the big eyes and something of the wild coltish 
grace that her mother had had when she married, be- 
fore hard work and the bearing and rearing of children 
had bent and wrinkled her into the premature old age 
of the Italian peasant woman. Giacomo sometimes, look- 
ing at the child, felt dimly that she was a closer link 
with that far away young bride than the gray haired 
woman for whom he still cared with an unquestioning, 
placid, inexpressive affection. And Maria Gaddi, busy 
and preoccupied, still found time, as mothers will, to 
look almost with wonder at her daughter—to think: So 
then was I, was I?—and to find in that fresh spring be- 
side her a compensation for her own autumn. In winter 
Pepita went to school and in her spare time helped her 
mother with the work of the house and the care of her 
two small brothers; in summer she sat out in the fields 
under the mulberry trees or shaded by the tall maize 
making coarse pillow lace, minding the flock of tur- 
keys that helped to eke out Giacomo’s earnings and 
keeping an eye on Umberto and Agostino, who tumble d 
and sprawled like two Donatello’s putti, half naked, on 
the grass at her side 

When trouble falls on a working class family it falls 
with crushing weight. It was so with the Gaddis, Their 
quiet, normal, contented life of hard work and monot- 
onous performance of daily tasks was suddenly broken 
up—the precariously maintained balance between earn- 
ings and spending frugality and sufficiency was upset 
There was an accident at the factory. Giacomo was 
caught in the machinery and was taken out seriously 
injured. They carried him to the hospital and the local 
doctors did their best for him; but there was some in- 
jury to the hip that they could not cure, and at the end 
of three months they sent him home a helpless cripple, 
unable to walk. 

Hard days followed in the little white house. Giacomo 
Jay on the bed in the inner room, or was pushed and 
carried out onto a mattress in front of the door, where 
he could see the sun and sky and exchange a word with 
the teamsters passing up and down the road with their 
yokes of sleepy eyed oxen. There he would lie all day, 
fiddling with his big capable hands, so pitifully idle now, 
listening—his wife could see him—for the brazen notes 
of the siren whose summons he could no longer obey, 
and occasionally scolding Maria as he had never done 
in his life. Poverty, real sharp poverty, replaced the 
frugality which had so contented them and seemed like 
riches now by contrast; the small compensation from 
the factory, the fowls and the turkeys and Pepita's lace 
were still not enough to keep the family, though she 
and her mother worked early and late and the bobbins 
clattered till far into the night. Things had to be scld 
even in an Italian peasant household there are one or 
two things to sell.

when she married had to go; it brought in many lire, 
which eased matters for a time. But it had been her 
mother’s, and only those whose beautiful possessions 


are limited to one or two know how much they sym- 
bolize, how profound and personal is the loss when they 
are gone, 

Pepita, working her hardest, struggling to help in 
every way she could, looked on with bewildered eyes 
at this all consuming misery that had engulfed them, It 
seemed so confusing and extraordinary after the quiet 
and stable years. She did noi know, poor lamb, how close 
to the abyss of acute poverty that stable seeming happy 
life had always stood—all she realized was that it was 
her Babbo’s illness which not only made him so miser- 
able and caused him that dreadful pain, but which had 
somehow plunged the whole femily into the discomfort, 
anxiety and distress. If Babbo could only be cured all 
would be well with them once more : 

Now Pepita had a little friend called Bianchina, a 
girl a year or two older than herself; they both went to 
school in winter and in summer often sat together over 
their lacemaking under the mulberry trees. One day 
Bianchina related with great vivacity a wonderful 
thing which had happened to her, She had a canary, and 
this canary had long troubled her by singing very loudly 
early in the morning: it waked her up, and do what she 
would she could not keep it quiet. At last it became so 
troublesome that she could really bear it no longer, and 
on the day when she chanced to be in the town she went 
into the church of San Filippe and offered a candle to 
the saint with a prayer that he would make the canario 
be silent in the morning, And lo and behold the very 
next morning she slept quite late and when she woke 
up there was the canary dead in its cage! That, of 
course, was rather unfortunate; but did it not show how 
powerful San Filippo was to answer prayers? 

This story excited Pepita very much. She regarded 
the death of the canary as an undoubted miracle. San 
Filippo must be a very powerful saint as well as a 
prompt and active one. And if he could help Bianchina 
in her small trouble why should he not help them in 
their great one? The more she thought about it the more 
mportant it seemed to her that she should apply to him 
herself—of course in due form, and offering a candle. 
She asked Bianchina a dozen questions about the church 
and where she got her taper, for she seldom went into 
the town—Giacomo and his family always attended mass 
in a little white church among the fields close by, The 
candle was the great difficulty. Of course the saint could 
kill Bianchina’s canary for quite a small candle, but to 
make her dear Babbo well again was a much more dif- 
ficult and important thing and for that a very biz one 
would surely be necessary and would certainly cost a 
great deal of money. How could she possibly buy it? 
For she had no money of her own and she could not ask 
her poor mother, worried as she was, for any. Besides 
a sure instinct told her that it would be better if this 
plan were kept a secret between her and San Filippo 
until it was accomplished.

ONDON, England, Sept. 1—(By Mail)~Fortunately 
for the continued preservation of beautiful and his- 
toric places in this country, wealthy people seem almost 
always ready to find money to buy them for the nation 
when necessary to prevent their ruin or destruction 
Chalfont St. Giles has thus been saved twice. Chal- 
font St. Giles is the pretty Buckinghamshire village to 


which Milton retreated whea the Great Plague swept 
over London in 1665, There for some time he lived in 
a cottage where he wrote a large part of “Paradise 


Lost,” most, if not all, of “Paradise Regained,” and also 
“Samson Agonistes.” 

The cottage still stands among the 
trees and looks very much what it 
must have looked when Milton lived 
in it. It is on the side of the main 
street, one of a little group of red- 
tiled houses which cluster around the 
old Norman church, with its low, 
square tower—as typical a bit of un- 
spoiled English scenery as one may 
find anywhere 

Until the eighties of last century 
the cottage was owned and occupied 
by a private family which had had 
possession of it for more than a hun- 
dred y 

England, in those days, was a little 
careless about its literary shrines but "== 
it was roused to action when it be- J. E. Norcross 
came known that an American proposed to buy Mil- 
ton’s cottage, the only remaining house of those the 
poet had been known to occupy, take it down stone by 
stone, and set it up again on his own side of the Atlantic. 

This was in 1887, the year of Queen Victoria's golden 
jubilee. So a Jubilee Fund was opened, to which Her 
Majesty gave $100, and the cottage was bought and

Bookings are pouring in at the luxury hotels, phone 
calls, telegrams and cablegrams tumbling over one an- 
other as soon as the route was announced,
